GRADUATE NOTES 
By Charles E. Moreau 

Undertaking again at the request of the undergraduate, editor to 
write grad. notes for the Idetelu, I have to begin with what may still 
be news to many Brothers when this Idetelu reaches them and will be 
sorrowful to them all. The deaths of Rocky Stoner and Mel Harold 
are the first in our Chapter. 

I do not know how to write tributes, and so shall only try to tell you 
some of the things that have happened. Tributes to the character and 
achievements of Brother Stoner on the part of business associates were 
so numerous as to astonish his family and friends who perhaps had 
inadequately appreciated his ability and his promise for the future, and 
consequently the full tragedy of his death. All emphasized the pleasure 
which contact with him had brought into their lives, and I can hardly 
add to this, except to say that since his youthful graduation from Dart- 
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mouth his personality has shown continuous development, growing 
richer in experience and so in generous companionship which he gave 
his friends. He was that rare acquaintance who showed as great an 
interest in the achievements of his iriends as in his own. 

Judging not only from within our Fraternity group but also from 
Dartmouth ‘21 men, Stoner was considered one of the most successful 
young graduates around New York, full of ambition and hope for the 
future. His plans for the summer were the most joyful. With two 
Yale men he had rented a houseboat at Port Washington, L. [., bought 
s, and moved down from the apartment he 
cruise, June 5, a 


a sloop for week-end cruis 
shared with me in Bloomfield. On the first Sunday's 
sudden severe storm struck the boat and sunk it almost instantly, 
Stoner and one companion, Robert Terrill of Ansonia, Conn, being 
drowned, while a nearby yacht rescued Basil Pillard of New Britain. 

The boat sinking in 66 feet of water in Long Island sound was not 
raised for two weeks. Terrill’s body was recovered ten da after the 
accident and Stoner's three weeks afterwards off Roslyn, L. Funeral 
services for him were held at his parents’ home in Short Hills, N. J., on 
June 29, with the body being temporarily placed in the receiving vault 
at Rosedale Cemetery, Orange. 

Lowell French Stoner was born in Ashley, Ohio, August 1, 1901, the 
C, Bircher Stoner.

The equally sudden death of Mel Harold in his apartment in New 
York emphasized for Phi Nu men how fortunate their group had been 
to escape such tragedies for a period of some ten years. The New 
York papers of June 16 reported Mel's death as suicide but it was later 
found that he was killed accidentally while cleaning his rifle prepara- 
tory to a hunting trip in Canada. Funeral services were held trom the 
home of his parents, Mr, and Mrs. A, W. old, 36 Dorchester road, 
Buffalo, June 19. He is survived by his parents and a sister, Mrs. Mar- 
jorie Harold Harris, 


He had recently come to New York and taken a job with the Wales 
advertising agency, which he did not like and had quit it for one with 
a Montreal advertising agency. He was planning to leave for Canada 
at the time of his death. Mel was graduated from Dartmouth in 1923 
and since then had been employed by the H. O. Cereal Co. of Buffalo 
until he came to New York to take the position with the Wales com- 
pany a few months ago. 


_ While I had not seen Mel for some time before his death, T knew 
him well in college and alwa regarded him as an unusval man, one 
with ability and genius that would accomplish great things, once he 
found himself. He was born in Buffalo, December 12th, 1900, and came 
to Dartmouth from the Nichols School of Buffalo. He majored in 
English and allied subjects. This he used in his advertising work, and 
also in practice writing. It was a fact that he could write with powerful 
irony and insight, and sometimes id he hoped to be a great writer. 
But it can only be said now that his genius belongs to what must be an 
extensive grorp of immortals whose songs remain unsung. 
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THE NEW HOUSE 

Jock Davis submits a report of progress on plans for a new house. 
I publish it as follows, adding only my personal impression from a visit 
in Hanover during Commencement that unless Alpha Chi Rho can find 
‘a way to build a new house within five years it will be hopelessly out- 
.classed by all the other fraterniites. This is unfortunate because our 
present house is in fine shape but nevertheless cannot be sold to pay off 
the debt on it unless the lot is also sold. So far the undergraduates 
have contributed the most toward a building fund but it will be the 
graduates who at reunions and visits will enjoy a new house the most. 
No definite campaign for funds is contemplated at the present time but 
“new house dues” and other’ methods of yearly contributions on the 


part of graduates have been discussed. 
* * * * 


Jock Davis’s Report. 

Much interest has been aroused among the alumni in regard to 
the proposed new house and questions and advice have poured in trom 
all sides. The purpose of this report is to give a resume of what the 
undergraduate committee has accomplished as well as to answer many 
of the questions. 

Our present house is in good condition and as we all know is fairly 
new. The resident Brothers have given much time and effort to its 
upkeep as is evidenced by a large number returning early last fall to 
paint the house. It has not been difficult to find enough men who wish 
to room in the house, so a new house is not needed on either of these 
scores. Our one and only argument that will hold water is that com- 
petition is making a new building necessary. This, perhaps, is a weak 
argument on paper but anyone who visits Hanover to-day will readily 
see what we are up against. Without a single exception, all the alumni 
who have visited Hanover recently have admitted that conditions were 
worse than they anticipated and have endeavored to aid our campaign 
as much as possible. Moreav, Stoner, Livermore, the Morgans (Doc 
and the Marsh), and many others have done a lot of work on it. They 
have helped a great deal in their publicity work among the alumni which 
has been our greatest difficulty, especially since the Idetelu has been 
issued so infrequently. 

In the last Idetelu a definite campaign was mapped out and has 
been followed as closely as possible. The Committee has held regular 
weekly mectings and has tried to carry out all the ideas and suggestions 
presented. The system of pledges from the graduating delegation has 
been followed out as in past years. In order to form a nucleus for the 
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fund, pledges were collected from the undergraduates amounting to 
$532.00. This has been deposited in the Dartmouth Savings Bank under 
Phi Nu Construction Fund with F. M. Morgan as trustee. This fund is 
not to be used for current expenses incurred by the committee but is to 
be applied toward the actual financing of a new house and no other 
purpose. The expenses of the committee such as sending out circular 
letters and other incidentals is taken from the running expenses of the 
chapter and has been adequately provided for in next year’s budget. 

The lot situation has caused the most comment. The tendency of 
opinion seems to be to rebuild on our present lot, mainly because there 
are no other suitable lots available. The S. A. s are building next 
door to us and the Dragon Senior Society on the other side of them 
so there is no danger of our being isolated. We seized the opportunity 
of having it surveyed gratis by Brothers Chism and Eaton whose con- 
tour map is a masterpiece. Whatever our future plans may bring forth 
we know where cach foot of our land is located. 


Mr. Larson, the architect, was interviewed. With Jack Nichols’ 
help he is going to work up a few rough sketches for us to discuss and 
use as publicity. His advice is to build on our own lot and he sug- 
gested that the new house be set back of the present house, which 
would not only make for better possibilities in architecture but would 
also allow us to leave our present house standing until the mortgage is 
paid off. At the present rate the Mortgage should be paid in eight to 
ten years, hence it would not be left long after the new house is com- 
pleted. With the present scarcity of rooms it could easily be rented to 
students. Our lot has a hundred foot frontage but is between three and 
four hundred feet deep. There is a slight possibility that a small strip 
adjoining ours may be purchased from the S. A. E.’s, but we have been 
awaiting the announcement of their building plans which are due very 
shortly. Mr. Larson suggests that a very attractive house may be de- 
signed to fit the shape of the land and is going to illustrate his idea in 
the sketches which he will have ready in the fall. We have spoken for 
the dirt from the excavations on the new laboratory with which to fill 
in the back part of the lot. 


Of the several methods of financing the proposition, we have used 
only the pledge system. We have investigated the other suggested and 
believe that several of them will work much better if they originate 
from the alumni than from the undergraduates. As yet we can an- 
nounce no large gifts but indications in this line seem very favorable. 

At the last mecting of the year, F. C. Sanford was elected to the 
committee. The committee for next year will then consist of Graupner 
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28, Merrick '28, Holbrook ’29, McMurray '29, and Sanford ‘29, Brothers 
Graupner was elected chairman and Merrick treasurer. All future com- 


munications of interest to the committee should be addressed to them.
